Dealing with, the ° problem 
eliminating the danger .of mos- 
quitoes. from the Island and New 
Territories,.Dr. Wellington said :— 
“ War against mosquitos like war 
against man igya scientific problem. 
Amateur efforts may effect local 
successes but for an anti-mosquito 
enmpaign of any magnitude to be o 
success it must be planned by one 
who has studied the enemy’s habits 
and, who is acquainted with his life 
history. Every effort must be made 
to bring untoward influences ‘to 
bear upon the: enemy’s front line, 
the adult mosquitos, and upon’ his 
reserves the Jarvac, Not only must 
the general” know his work but 
each individual down to and inelud- 
ing the private must be so, traine 
that Ke will.do his duty without o 
hitch, In ‘an’ anti-mosquite cam- 
paign, thoroughness is: everything, 
Jack of attention to detail will spoil, 
all. .And the campaign must be 
spread over @ sufficient area no 
attention, being paid to artificial 
boundaries such as those set up by 
the Jand office to mark out lots.
